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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claim (twisting of the first wheel) added a further limitation that would require addition search and 
examination and will not be entered. In addition, the amended claim may present a new matter issue. The twisting was originally 
performed on the optical fiber preform and the claim has been amended to twisting of the first wheel. The specification does no appear to 
offer support for twisting the first wheel. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to the applicant's argument, both 
Evans and Orita suggest or teach the method of utilizing two wheels to impart a twist on an optical fiber. One skilled in the art knows that 
there a variety of ways twist is imparted on fiber. Hart, Jr. provides an example of using also more than one wheel and in the specific 
fashion dislcosed by the applicant's invention. Furthermore, regarding the claim that the placement of the second wheel according to 
Hart, the applicant does not specifically claim the location of the twisting wheels (i.e. hot zone), just that it follows drawing of a fiber In 
addition, Hart does dislcose a second wheel that oscillates about an axis that is parallel to the fiber draw direction. Lastly, regarding the 
applicant's argument on minimizing PMD, Hart teaches the desire to remove unwanted elastic twist, and to have a more control spin 
pattern on the fiber (col. 4 lines 58-65) with the ultimate goal of lowering PMD in fiber (abstract), which is in line with the applicant's desired 
effect. 
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
